meddlesome Ministers. 

Idlers lire apt to bo intor-meddlcrs. 
Peoi)lo who -won't do tlioir own Icg'i- 
tiiuato work, or liavo iiono to do, 
■\vliich is iiiueh the same, aro gcnerallv 
the readiest to interfere witk that of 
• others. Nob to do good is practically 
to do hann; for it has been well said 
ttat ■ 

"Sitea flnda some mischief BtlU, 
Tor idle huiils to do." 

Whether the profesHion of law docs 
or does not tend to bcg-et a spirit of iji- 
ternieddlinpjWO aro not prepared to 
doterniiuo; but there need be no hewi- 
tatioii. in asserting that our Cabiuot of 
lawyers are ofilicted with this fatal 
malady. It manifests itself in a variety 
of forms. It is seen in the ^runicipal 
Act of last session, wherein it is provi- 
ded that for the liientenaJitG-ovornor's 
api>roval or disallowance shall bo sub- 
mitted every Municipal By-Law for 
the regulation of the most trivial mat- 
ters ordinarily falling within Municipal 
jurisdiction. Thus, if the IMuniciiial 
antlioritieSj say, of Barkcrvillc should 
pass a Bye-Law regulating the clean- 
ing of coHS-pools, BQwei-8, or privies, 
for tlie abating of nuisances; the es- 
t'.blishnicnt and regulation of inarUet 
places, slaughter-houses, the assizing 
of bread, preventing the use ofdolitcri- 
OUK materials in making bread, regula- 
ting fences, dykes, ditches, and such 
like, the Provincial Government must 
l)okc its nose into the moss, and saj 
that it shall be done this way or that 
way, or not at all! And this is 
"People's (iovernment! " Why, the 
primary object of Municipal institutions 
is to relieve the general Government 
of matters concerning which thoy are sup- 
posed to know little or nothing', and place 
them in tho liands of those wlio, fnim tlu> 
very nature of things, ouglit un(ioub|p<lly 
to know best. But hero we h.ivp tho Cio\ - 
erninout handing over tho power to tho 
pcoj)lo to manage such matters, with ono 
Land and taking it back with tho other. 
The same fatal malady has exhibited itself 
in tho working out of tho Common 
School \ct in this community, and, jior- 
haps, in some other communiticfi; and if 
WG iicoejjt as correct tho statomont ojT the 
caso wliicli ,i]ipeanid in tho bMvdiiiR article 
of our local contemporary yesterday 
morning, the most serious results aro to 
be apprehended. It is proper to remark 
that the article referred to was written by 
one who, being a member of tlie Loral 
]5oard, thorouKlily undcrstauils tlie niei'its 
of the caso upon which ho iias und(u-|.Tlica 
to write, and who, boinr^ personally friend- 
ly to those most directly incnl[inted, is not 
at all likely to set down aught in malice, 
from this article, which is a logical and 
clear exposition of the law, it would ap- 
pear that the Provineial authoritios liiive 
intormeddlod with the Board to sufdi an 
extent as to leave little hojio of the latter 
coritinuing to discharge its unreipiitcd 
functions. It is not oiu' intention to enter 
into the details of this growing quarrel 
between the Provincial Government and 
tlio Local School Board; but rather to 
])oint outtlie ill consequences liludy to 
accrue to the country from this meddle- 
some and distrustful spirit oa tho part of 
the former, — an evil which not only 
threatens the success of our educational 
institutions, but of Municipal institutic^ns 
as well. Bat, perhaps, we ought to hjok 
deeper for tho root of this evil. Does it 
not really owe its existence to an innate 
antijiatliy to Pi(2sponsible Oovernini'nt 
known to ]>ermeato every nienib(M- of tlio 
present (iovernment? <)nc fiviinrntly 
hears the e.xchuuation ''Is this Ilc-iponsi- 
ble Government V" No. It is not. ft is 
only the bare bones of that form of Ad- 
ministration. The flesh, ranacle, blood, 
brains, heart, soul, arn all wanting'. A\"hy, 
even the ass that brays twice a wro.k in df- 
fenco of till' parvenuMinistry aeknowlcdf^- 
es that, when, in a .recent loading' 
article, he says: "It cannot have escaped 
tli(! notice of those who give the inatt?>r 
any Horious thought, that the so-eidled 
lJO])ular government is a sti'an<,'e .inomaly 
in which the jjiHijilo, cxceptiiif,' so far as 
their votes aro concerned at elections, .'xnd 
the jjrivilego of jjaying tlii^ ta.tes, are the 
least thought of." And how could it well 
be otherwise ? Tho working out of Ue- 
spousiblo Government was, for some rea- 
son or other, intrusted to men whose i^'- 
norance of tho system was only equaled 
by their hatred of all free institutions - 
men who, if tliey had their way, v.ould 
deny tlie i)(M)ple any voici? whatever in 
the niauaf^'cmcut of jjublic ail'airs. It 
would be contrary to the eternal litncss (jf 
thing's tiiat, with such m(!n in (lower, lUo 
])CO]j1o should enjoy the spirit ami sub- 
stance! of the m'.w sy."tom. W'c nay, ayain. 
that all the country has ^'ot as yet i.s the 
bare bones of l\es])(>iisible (ioveininent. 
bound to the dead carcase of a past sys- 
tem of despotism! And it may safely bo 
added that this is all tho country will 
luive so lonfT as the present men are'pcr- 
mitted to oconpy jilaces for wliiidi tliey 
liav(! so thi)ruu(,ddy dejnoiist ratcil their 
utter unlit ness. 

Tlic Police Department. 

It is now about a twidvemonth since the 
Police 1 )eiiurtinent ^^ us handed over to the 
Attorney-I leneral, At the time (,f tlie 
transfer it was very generally fidt that the 
Dciiartmeutjwas in a most rolti/n ami in 
efhcient condition, —that it was, in l eality, 
worse than useless in so far as tho pre- 
vention of crime was concerned. The 
]>ul)hc were led to expect much from the 
change. The wliido system was jto have 
been n eonstrueted, with a view to ellici- 
ency and economy. To say that these I'x- 
]jeclations have ncjt been realized is to 
t.dl l>ut half the truth. The eflicieney ,,f 
tho force lias been decreased, and tlio e.\- 
penae of it has boon increased I Tho ad- 
ministration of tho Victoria Police De- 
partment lu'oper and the Froviiieiai (iaid 
are HO muddled that it is iuqio.ssible t(j 
tell what's wdiat or which is wdiich,and the 
■bills that have to be paid this year will 
make some people stare. It occurs to 
ns to ask, is there any audit of public ac- 
counts ? If so, who is the auditor ? While 
British Columbia was a Grown Colony, 
Iter finances wore subjected to a double 
audit, and that, too, by conipetenl nien.

To 'j'HD EniTon of the London Spec-
